Await British Answer to Hotel Blasting

ee ONDON- The British answer to the King David Hotel blast- 


ing was being awaited both here and in Jerusalem as the re- 
covery of twelve more bodies brought the death toll Wednesday 
to sixty-one. Sixty-three others still missing are believed dead 
and forty-seven are injured, many seriously. 

On the political front, the repeated demand of the Arab 
League that the Jewish Agency be dissolved, and announcement 
that it plans to ask the United Nations to remove the mandate 
from Great Britain, occupied attention.

In the 
opinion of the Jewish refugees 
this is the only thing which 
could have an effect on the Poles. 


The Polish government is sin- 
cere in its effort to suppress 
anti-Semitism, but is helpless. 
Similarly that section of Polish 
society, the Labor movement, 
which is also opposed to anti- 
Semitism, can ‘accomplish but 
little with its resolutions of pro- 
tests and demonstrations. 


A strong appeal from the Pope 
to the people of Poland to re- 
frain from anti-Semitic attacks, 
the refugees stated, was the only 
thing that could bring results. 


Lazaron Wanis 
100,000 Admitted Now

LONDON — The Arab position 


would not in any way be threat- 
ened by the admission of 100,000 
Jews into Palestine, declared 
Rabbi Morris Lazaron of Balti- 
more at a meeting of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue here. Express- 
ing the belief that Britain and 
America must cooperate to see 
that this recommendation of the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Commit- 
tee be carried out, Rabbi Lazaron 
said: 


“Every consideration of hu- 
manity demands that something 
be done to alleviate the misery 
of these stricken people, but ex- 
tremist demands by Zidnist or 
Arabs should be ignored. We 
shared in the study and recom- 
mendations; we must share in 
putting them into effect.” 


Dr. Lazaron added that it 
would be “wise for Britain and 
the United States to place their 
joint, recommendations before 
the United Nations.” Any action 
then taken, he said, would “rep- 
resent the judgment’ and have 
behind it the sanction of the 
world.”

This Is Our Town 
Dear Rabbi, 

You have my sympathy. I know that there is nothing more 
discouraging and aggravating than the feeling that one’s congre 
gation is not responsive and not interested. Add to this the thow 
sand and one demands that are made upon the-rabbi in a big city, 
the implied competition with other rabbis and congregations, the 
dozens of distractions which leave little time for truly rabbinica} 
functions, and one experiences a damaging sense of frustration and 
personal ineffectiveness. 

If you yearn for a pulpit in which you can put into Practica 
some of the nobler ideals of the profession, ideals about which you 
dreamed while still at school, if you want to devote yourself to an 
earnest, appreciative congregation, if you would like to come to 
grips with some of the genuine problems of Jewish life, if you 
would like to be of service to a community which is in dire need 
of education, guidance, leadership, if you want to feel yourself part 
of a congregational family, in which you can watch the children 
grow up and assume their places in the congregation and community, 
under your stimulus and encouragement, if you want to get away 
from big city politics, and live a devoted, consecrated life of Service 
to a loving and loyal congregation—won’t you come to our town? 

Our town is no Utopia—it has its problems, but it has infinitely 
more to offer to the idealistic, sincere rabbi than most communities 
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that are far larger and closer to the Jewish metropolises, whe 
Jewish ignorance and Jewish assimilation seem to increase in dir 
ratio to the size of the fashionable ghettoes. 
* * x 
LET ME TELL YOU a little more about our town, and our cop 
gregation. It is an orthodox-conservative congregation, with a mem 
bership of over five hundred families. There is only one other Jewish 
congregation, a smaller Reform Temple, with which relations 
pleasant and cordial. We call our synagogue the Center, because w 
want it to be a synagogue-center, with a full program of soci 
recreational and athletic activities to supplement our religious a 
educational program, but we haven’t had the leadership to help bri 
our. plans to reality. We’re raising funds for a new building which 
will make available all these facilities. We don’t want anything 
fancy or luxurious—just a building that will be ample to our needs, 
dignified as befitting a house of worship—and better located thay 
the present edifice which we have outgrown. 
Our children—rabbi, my heart bleeds when I think of them. It 
is not mere local pride that makes me say they are bright, alert, ip 
telligent, thoroughly Jewish conscious and responsive to the fine 
values of a constructive, affirmative Jewish life. Considering the 
spasmodic type of Jewish education they have received, we. should 
be grateful, but we are not doing enough. Among these boys and 
girls are potential rabbis, great spiritual leaders in American Israel, 
there are Hebrew teachers, social service workers, Jewish center 
directors, Jewish artists, musicians, authors, public spakers, Jewish 
scholars, poets, linguists. But all this talent is latent and untapped, 
There is no one to develop the talent in our midst, and to guide our 
youth, and inspire our adults.

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WHY? ALAS, WE ARE OFF THE BEATEN PATH. Our tow 
lies in what is called the deep South. True, it is Florida, but Senator 
Pepper to the contrary notwithstanding, it is still the deep South 
From time to time guest lecturers visit us, often on their way t 
Miami. Our Jewish Community Council sponsors an annual lyceum 
series which brings us talented Jewish artists and orators, and vy 
crowd to hear them. They are like manna in a parched cultu 
desert. 

Yet we need not remain a desert. Even our town can become 
a thriving Jewish oasis in the deep South. Did we but have the 
leadership of a rabbi like yourself, we could draw upon our inner 
strength. Is it visionary, at a time when our pupils are just: begin 


ning to stammer in Hebrew, to dream perhaps of a Hebrew hight 


school, or even a Hebrew college, to serve Jewry of the entire South? 
If we have a dozen or so Hebrew speakers, is it vain to plan for4 
small Chug Ivri? Is it altogether fantastic to envision our town 4 
center of Jewish culture and intellect, if you’ll forgive the Hellenis§ 
tic analogy, a sort of Jewish Athens for the dozen or more ne 
lected states down here? ? 

We have had other rabbis, whom we received warmly into ¢ 
midst, but their hearts remained in the north. Perhaps they wereit® 
of the pioneering spirit. Perhaps they didn’t understand how deep} 
we, living in a Diaspora within the Diaspora, needed their help 
guidance.

evening,” I exclaimed irritably. “Suppose, in 
the next hour, the world did come to an end 
and none of us could go to dinner. What would 
be missed?” 
My wife replied I was talking like a fool. 
. “It’s time, at your age, you spoke some 
sense.” . . . I brought my ear closer to the 
microphone from which, through the static, 
came shrieking intimations that the atomic 
bomb was going to drop any minute among the 
hundred ships on the Pacific.

THERE HAD BEEN ominous suggestions of 
universal disaster that might come out of this 
experiment: Suppose the exploding bomb 
caused a chain reaction among all the atoms 
of the universe? Suppose its intense heat set 
the hydrogen in the atmosphere afire? If all 
the atoms were to start disintegrating it would 
be scarcely any time at all before the atoms 
that compose my own poor body would begin 
to split.

If in this hour the 
world did come to an end the catastrophe would 
be no more than justice fulfilling its retributive 
purpose. Mankind had asked for it and as one 
who had always believed in ultimate justice in- 
herent in the moral law I couldn’t protest or 
be angry or distressed. 

Well, yes, if in this hour of experimental 
bomb-throwing, the rid came to its end it 
would be retribution by suicide. The wrong- 
doer perishing by his own machinations! God, 
greatest of the poets, had frequently, before 
this, left it to mankind’s own hands to inflict 
poetic justice upon himself.

NE OF THE communications received bears quoting in its 
entirely because it not only indicates that rceipes are read 
but also that printers’ errors are quickly discerned by readers. 
Here’s the note from Mrs. A. T. Leifer of Brooklyn, N. Y.: 
“Dear Mrs. Leonard: 

“T always turn to your column in The Jewish Post as soon as 
I get it. In your issue of July 12, it seems that the recipes for 
Bread Crumb Cookies (without shortening), and Hot Water Sponge 
Cake are incompletely printed in the paper. Please mail me the 
complete recipes for the above. Thank you, etc.” 

Well, dear readers, you know that sometimes “pie” happens 
in the printing department as well as in the kitchen—that is, it’s 
called “printer’s pi” when some of the set type gets mixed up or 
inserted in the wrong line. So, here are the corrected recipes right 
from the original typed copy. And I’m sure you'll find them fine 
for picnics or home service. 

BREAD CRUMB COOKIES—(Without Shortening) 

2 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup very fine dry bread crumbs 

1 cup chopped pecans or walnuts 

1 tsp vanilla. 

Beat eggs well and add sugar gradually till well blended. Fold 
in the bread crumbs and chopped nuts and stir in vanilla last. 
Drop from a spoon onto a well greased baking sheet and bake 15 
minutes at 350 degrees F or till lightly browned. Remove from 
cookie sheet while still hot and pack into a box as soon as cold. 

HOT WATER SPONGE CAKE 

3 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

1 tsp lemon juice plus.a little grated rind. 

% cup hot water 

1 cup sifted flour 

A dash of salt 

Beat yolks till creamy, adding sugar gradually till thick and 
smooth. Add lemon juice and grated rind and stir in hot water 
gradually. Beat 2 minutes and fold in stiffly beaten egg whites 
first, then the sifted flour and salt. Turn into an ungreased oblong 
cake pan and bake at 325 degrees F till lightly browned on top 
and the sides of cake stand away from pan. Turn out when cool 
but not cold and dust with powdered sugar. Fine for picnics be- 
cause it keeps eatable longer without breaking up.

4% cup chopped nuts (any kind) 

Cream shortening, adding sugar gradually till smooth and 
creamy. Add unbeaten eggs one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Sift together all dry ingredients and mix some 
with the fruit and nuts. Stir in the sour milk and floured fruit 
and nuts then fold in the rest of the dry ingredients. Bake in a 
greased loaf pan 45 minutes at 350 degrees F, or better still, in 
two layer cake pans 25 minutes at 375 degrees F. Put together 
the layers with a little prune butter and sprinkle with confectioners’ 
sugar.

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U.S. Jews Should Not 
Urge Violence — Agus 


By RABBI JACOB B. AGUS 
HE Jewish Resistance Movement in Palestine and its military 
corps, the Haganah, face these days a most crucial decision. 
Shall they not rise in armed revolt against the mandatory govern- 
ment? For the present, this decision has been delayed. Dr. Weiz- 
mann won the consent of the three major bodies in the Yishuv, the 
Histadruth, the Va’ad L’umi and the Jewish Agency, to his basic 
principle of collaboration with Britain. According to the latest dis- 
patches, he also won the endorsement of these groups to his sug- 
gestion that the forthcoming meeting of the Jewish Agency be held 
in London, not in Paris, as was originally announced, in order that 
the appearance of a break with Britain be avoided. However, he 
failed to win his third point, to wit, that he be given the power to 
veto the planned political actions of these major organs of the 
Yishuv. 

The reason for Weizmann’s requesting the veto and for the 
refusal of his colleagues is obvious. Weizmann wishes to negotiate 
with Britain on the basis of representing a movement that is by its 
very nature peaceful and allied to the British Commonwealth. Some 
01 his colleagues prefer to offer Britain the choice between peace 
and war with the Yishuv, holding in abeyance ‘the threat of armed 
revolt, in case the course of negotiations should fail to produce the 
desired results. For the time being, then, it is certain that the 
Yishuv will continue the policy of havlagah, vis a vis the British, so 
that negotiations might continue. The latest information is that 
even the policy of non-cooperation will be withheld for a period of 
ten days, pending a new announcement concerning the one hundred 
thousand immigrants by Prime Minister Attlee. Should the results 
ot these negotiations, however, prove to be disappointing, the ques- 
tion of an armed revolt will again come to the fore.

IT HAS BEEN CLEAR TO ME for a long time that the issue 
ot an armed rebellion in Palestine could only be a third churban, de- 
struction of the homeland. It will doubtless be embarrassing and 
unpleasant to Britain, but it will be catastrophic, virtually suicidal, 
for the Jewish people. The only ones who could possibly take de- 
light in that prospect are the anti-Semites the world over, the con- 
genital haters of Zion and those who have been blinded by despair 

-oand the thirst for revenge. The danger persists that the Jews of 
Palestine, might prove unable to restrain permanently the advocates 
ot violence within their own midst, since they have been living under 
terrific tension for the past year and they are furthermore subjected 
to occasional provocations by British officials. It becomes therefore 
the duty of all sober and sincere Zionists to make clear to the Jewish 
community in this country and to the Yishuv the disastrous conse- 
quences that would ensue from an armed rebellion. Instead of de- 
liberately egging on the young men in Palestine to emulate the 
example of the American Revolution and the Irish Sinn Fein, as so 
many of our irresponsible writers do, it is now high time to do the 
very contrary, to help prevent the Yishuv from being pushed over 
the precipice by the madness of desperation. 

That it is impossible to win Palestine by violence against the 
British should be abundantly clear to all who are still able to think 


with their brains, not with their blood. 
* * * 


IN THE FIRST PLACE, it is obvious that Great Britain will not 
retreat from Palestine on account of the activities of the Haganah. 
They cannot retreat because their interests in the Near East are vital 
and because their prestige would suffer irreparable damage in the 
eyes of. the peoples of that region, if they should yield in the face 
of attack. Therefore, since they cannot retreat, they will fight with 
ali the weapons of their arsenal until their total victory is secured. 
Having made enemies of the Jewish people, they will use their power 
to mae certain that the Jewish community shall thereafter remain 
toc weak and insignificant to ever challenge again the forces of the 
British empire. 

Secondly, it is utter folly to think that the public opinion of the 


* world will be mobilized in our favor by acts of violence against the 


British. There is, to be sure, a certain group in this country that 
will favor anything that embarrasses England. It is sufficient to 
recall that big “Bill” Thompson used to win elections in Chicago 
b) threatening to bust King George in the nose. Such “friends,” 
however, who share only a mutual hate, are most unreliable. The 
great body of Americans that is sympathetic to Jewish people, is 
eiso friendly to Britain. They may go aiong with us on such human- 
itarian issues as the rescue and rehabilitation of the one hundred 
thousand Jews in the camps of Europe, but they will by no means 
be unanimous in the support of a Jewish state in Palestine. The 
Ame ican public today craves for peace. Having had enough of 
war, they turn instinctively against those who keep the fires of 
unrest and violence burning. Thus, we stand a good chance of 
losing the good will for the Zionist cause that has been built up 
laboriously through the.years and that is the sole basic asset in our 
national armory. 

Even if public opinion in America should continue to favor the 
hypothetical “Zionist revolution” against Britain, it will certainly 
do nothing concrete about it. America cannot “compel” Britain to 
@ the bidding of Zionist against British interests. American help 
may take the form of diplomatic “notes” and the appointment of 
cemmissions, which will elicit British “notes” and speeches and com- 


missions, without affecting the basic situation. 
* a” * 


THIRDLY, THE OUTBREAK OF A ZIONIST ARMED REVOLT 
would unite all Britain against’ Zionism and make it necessary for 
Britain to curb Jewish influence everywhere. At the present time, 
it is to the interest of Britain to support the Yishuv as a lever against 
the Arabs and as a fortress of strength in a vital region of her “life- 
line.” Thus, here still are many friends for Zion among British 
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statesmén, and the pro-Arabs among them have to take this fact 
into consideration. Should bullets supersede ali verbal negotiations, 
then the entire British people will turn against our cause. The ef- 
fects of such an eventuality on the fortunes of the Yishuv and those 
of the Jewish people in Britain and America are incalculable. 

Fourthly, the strategic interests of Britain and America are 
steadily being dovetailed together. If it is not in line with British 
interest to offend the Arab world, it is, by the same token, contrary 
to American strategic interest. We had an instance last year of the 
influence of American oil companies upon the State Department. 
We have no reason to expect that the American attitude toward 
Zionism will be any different than that of the British, if the Zionist 
policy should prove to be detrimental to the fortune of American 
interests in that part of the world. 

Fifthly, any armed rebellion on the part of the Yishuv would lead 
Britain to rely more and more on arming and training the Arabs, 
so that they might counterbalance the military strength of the Ha- 
ganah. Already, Britain is garrisoning strategic areas with the 
Transjordanian Legion, that is a thorn in the flesh of the Yishuv. 
It is not difficult to imagine to what lengths this policy might be 
carried, with results that will be catastrophic to the Jewish com- 
munity in Palestine, since it will shift the balance of power in favor 
of the Arabs permanently and inexorably. 

Sixthly, the outbreak of mass violence in Palestine will inevi- 
tably bring the question of Palestine to the United Nations. Sooner 
or later, this is bound to happen. Great Britain’s mandate was to 
endure only for twenty-five years; it is now therefore high time 
fcr the whole problem to be reconsidered. If, then, we achieve a 
compromise solution, acceptable to England and America, which will 
permit the continued upbuilding of the Holy Land, then we may 
feel confident that the United Nations will give their blessing to the 
plan, in spite of objections by the Arabs. If, however, we insist on 
converting England into an avowed enemy of the Jewish Homeland, 
then in view of Russia’s and Egypt’s hostility and America’s waver- 
ing, no good can be expected from the United Nations. Even in the 
League of Nations, the Jewish homeland would have gotten nowhere, 
if it were not for the active support of Great Britain and its Balfour 


Declaration. 
* % * 


OBVIOUSLY, TOO, the Yishuv cannot expect any active aid from 
the Jews of the Diaspora. It is nothing but rhetoric for the Haganah 
to boost, as it did in its memorandum to the Anglo-American Com- 
m.ssion, that twelve million Jews stand behind it. “Standing behind” 
is one thing, and active help is quite another. Nor must it be for- 
gotten that British and American Jews will not be united in the 
sup}.crt of an armed rebellion against Britain. This factor must not 
be overlooked, little as we, Zicnists, like it. Leonard Stein of Eng- 
land and Sir Isaac Isaacs of Australia had al»eady made themselves 
hearJ-—and the logic of events migh' well toss the scepter of leader- 
ship into their hands. ‘ 

The above arguments are so clear and compelling that every 
sensible person must stand aghast at the very fact that an armed 
rebellion is being considered. This plan is officially outlined in the 
memorandum which the Haganah submitted to the Anglo-American 
Commission, where it declared, “that if the Zionist solution is not 
imposed, there will be another problem in Palestine—the problem 
of British security.” A similar warning was given in an announce- 
ment over the underground radio, which asserted that the Haganah 
will not permit the British to make Palestine their military base, 
if the Zionist solution is not accepted. “Eshnab,” underground organ 
of the Haganah announced last week that “a state of war” exists 
between it and the English, and that the “international rules of war” 
are applicable to the struggle. 

The Haganah, to be sure, does not plan to throw its entire 
power into a frontal assault against Britain. It plans to husband its 
strength and to reduce the “rebellion” to a series of minor skirm- 
ishes. But, this policy does not meet any of the above objections. 
It is as if one would seek to escape from the riddle of squaring a 
circle, by making small circles and small squares. If it is admittedly 
rank folly to start an armed rebellion, then the folly is not turned 
into wisdom by extending it over a longer period of time. Also, the 
policy of a “controlled rebellion” does not reckon with the Irgun, 
on the one hand, and the British authorities, on the other hand. 
History shows that violence produces its own momentum and im- 
petus; that it gathers blind fury at an ever more rapid pace, like a 
snowball rolling down a hill. It may be easy to start a “revolution,” 
but it is downright folly to expect to “control” it perpetually, as one 


turns a faucet on and off. 
+ > * 


IS ALL THE FOREGOING, THEN, an argument “against the 
Haganah?” By no means. We need the Haganah, as a defensive 
ferce against the Arabs. Dr. Weizmann put it most felicitousty when 
he declared that so long as Transjordania, Syria and the other Arab 
countries maintain armies, it would be unjust to attempt to disarm 
the Haganah. This argument is recognized even by the British High 
Commissioner, General Cunningham. However, this argument will 
be completely vitiated, if the Haganah should direct its power 
against the mandatory government. All Zionists cannot but support 
the Haganah, but only the Zionophobes, from both within and with- 
out. our camp, will applaud the suicidal policy of turning the Ha- 


ganah into a “revolutionary army.” 
* * * 


THE WHOLE ARGUMENT for an armed rebellion on the part 
of the Yishuv is so utterly insane, that no attempt is made by its 
proponents to justify it in terms of logic and expediency. Instead, 
its advocates resort to hysteria as a substitute for logic and shout 
such slogans as the following, “What have we got to lose?,” “It is 
either now or never,” “It is a Jewish state, or the crematorium,” 
“It we fight, we shall be redeemed; if we do not fight, we shall be 
lost,” “We shall rather die on the banks of the Mediterranean than 
in Buchenwald,” “We want to die like men, not like rats.” Or else, 
the whole issue is prejudged by the assertion, “The English have 
already declared war against us: we have no choice but to fight.” 

These and similar slogans echo the abysmal tragedy of our time 
and reflect the mood of desperation that has taken hold of so many 


of our people. We may sympathize in utter earnestness with the 


victims of this mood and still recognize that desperation in itself 
is no policy, but the lack of one. 

In the next installment, we shall proceed to analyze the reasons 
for this mood and expose the hollowness of the slogans which spring 
from it. %

There then fol- 
lowed a long series of publica- 
tions. Among these was his bib- 
liographical manual “Siftei Ye. 
sheinim” which contains a list 
of more than 2,000 Hebrew 
books, in the alphabetical order 
of the titles, giving the author, 
place of printing, year and size 
of each book, as well as a short 
summary of its contents. He was 
a compiler of many other publi- 
cations, as well as the creator of 
a subcommentary on Rashi for 
the Pentateuch and the five Me- 

giloth.

IRST Expulsion of Jews from 

France. The royal treasury 
was nearly empty and Philip the 
Fair concluded to kill the goose 
that laid the golden egg by ban- 
ishing the Jews and confiscating 
their property. That the king in- 
tended merely to fiil 
the gap in his treas- 
ury and was not at 
all concerned about 
the well-being of his subjects, is 
shown by the fact that he put 
himself in the place of the Jewish 
money-lenders and exacted from 
their Chritsian debtors the pay- 
ment of their debts. It was on 
July 22,1306, the day after the 
Ninth of Ab, the anniversary of 
the destruction of Jerusalem, 
that the Jews were arrested and 
then informed that they had been 
sentenced to exile. Speaking of 
this exile, a French historian has 
said:: “In striking at the Jews 
Philip the Fair at the same time 
dried up one of the most fruitful 
sources of the financial, commer- 
cial and industrial prosperity of 
the kingdom.”

IVIL Equality Law for Jews 
of Prussia. The short reign 
of Frederick William II brought 
some slight relief to the Jews. 
Individual regulations issued by 
various communities still breath- 
ed the medieval spirit.“ A real 
change came only in 
JULY 28, Prussia when a lib- 
1847 eral policy concerning 
the civil status of the 
Jews was enacted in 1812. They 
were given equal rights with 
their Christian neighbors and 
were admitted to professorships 
in the universities.

Among 
the spoils was their greatest 
treasure, the famous “Codex Hil- 
leli” written by Rabbi Hillel ben 
Moses six centuries earlier. This 
was the most celebrated manu- 
script of the Bible in Spain, and 
had been used for centuries as a 
model for copyists. Two frag- 
ments of the book, however, 
were subsequently brought to 
Bugia in Africa, where they were 
seen by Abraham Zacuto, the 
chronicler and astronomer.

The million dollars that the 
American Jewish Congress is 
spending on a scientific survey 
of anti-Semitism includes one ex- 
periment which is attracting at- 
tention. Fhe Congress, in cooper- 


~ ation with other groups. called in 


a class of non-Jewish leaders, 
whom they proceeded to train in 
the techniques of eradication of 
group tensions. This experiment 
proved to be a faillire because 
when the scientists went into the 
communities to see how the lead- 
ers were putting into practice 
what they had been taught they 
found out that the job was too 
formidable for any one or two 
isolated men and their efforts 
were quickly engulfed by forces 
tending in the opposite direction. 


So a change was made. Instead 
of taking persons from each of 
many communities, the “work- 
shop” as it is called, trained a 
number of leaders from each 
community so that there would 
be a sort of team of leaders work- 
ing towards the difficult goal be- 
fore them. 


Such a workshop was held re- 
cently on the campus of the Con- 
necticut State Teachers’ College 
under the joint sponsorship of 
the State Inter-Racial Commis- 
sion, the State Department of 
Education and the Connecticut 
Valley Regional office of the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews. The project is under 
the direction of the Commission 


? on Community Interrelations of 


the Congress and after the “stu- 
dents” return to their communi- 
ties the CCI will make a quali- 
tative study to determine wheth- 
er the new plan is more effective.

‘Laymen’s committee and Temple Emanu-El 


of New York seem to be lined up against the 
Congress, although Emanu-El told The Post 
last week it did not know of the contemplated 
action of the Congress when it accepted The 
News’ offer for a Saturday religious broadcast. 

The Post backs the Congress. The Daily 
News has exhibited enough evidence of un- 
American policies to convince most people that 
it was misusing its privilege of a free press. 


Even the anti-Defamation League of the 
B'nai B'rith and the American Jewish Com- 


mitttee agree with the contentions brought 
out at the hearing by the Congress. They 
joined in a protest and boycott over a column 
by John O’Donnell. The difference of opinion 
will arise as to any possible course of action 
because of the anti-Semitic bias of The News. 


Once again the Jewish group is being 
forced by unilateral action of one organiza. 
tion into a position which it might not have 
wished to take. It seems obvious that under 
a more energetic National Community Rela. 
tions Advisory Council the particular question 
of the fight against The News would have 
been discussed beforehand, and although uni. 
fied action may not have been possible, at least 
the NCRAC would have been fulfilling the task 


assigned it, and the Jewish group would have 
felt that nothing less than the best and most 
trained minds had been applied to the question, 


Is Jewish Cultural Revival Possible In U. S.? 


N an excellent article in the current issue 
of “Opinion” Carl Alpert, The Post col- 
umnist, analyses the position of the Jewish 
group in the United States and like most others 
who attempt to assay the Jewish future here, 
falls back on the “Sharish Israel” or “Remant 
of Israel” theory for the possible survival of 
a significant Jewish group. 


For those who are ready to write off the 
American Jewish community, The Post would 
point out that the forces which are already 
at work to counteract the tendency away from 
Judaism will soon make themselves felt. The 
full effect of the countless number of excel- 


lent Jewish books, both light and serious, the 
growing stature of the Anglo-Jewish press, the 
growth of Jewish lectures both in number and 
in popularity, the effective use of the radio 
and beginnings with the movies, all these fac. 
tors will make a noticeable impact on Jewish 
life in America. 


Add these factors to the effect of the situa. 
tion of world Jewry, and you have much that 
is necessary for a cultural revival in the Jew. 
ish group in the United States. 

If this revival were to be accompanied by 
a revival of Judaism, which it very likely will, 
the flowering of the Jewish community would 
rival that of the golden days of Spain.

In her own 
right, she is a national figure in the battle for 
minority rights, while her husband is a labor 
lawyer and prominent in Jersey City civil lib- 
erties actions. 


Up until now the Council has been the “nice” 
organization in American Jewish women. Its 
work has been benficent, but the Council 
could hardly have been called militant. Times 
and the American Jewish Community have 
changed, however, and Mrs. Elfenbein may 
start the Council on a new road ao achievement.

Rabbi Wise Admits Dual Allegiance Says 
A. R. Ginsburg In The Jewish Times of Phila- 
delpiha—As an American, who happens to be 
a Jew, I opposed the British loan on moral 
grounds. Dr. Wise is of course entitled to 
differ and, subject to such limitations as are 
imposed by his official status, he has a right 
to speak his mind. But he deserves the great- 
est criticism for the language used ip his state- 
ment. 


He said in part: “The British Government 
has made it very difficult for me, as an Ameri- 
can Jew and Zionist, to continue in support 
of the loan... (but) I shall not permit my 
abundantly justified indignation against the 
Palestine Government and its lawless prac- 
tices to change the fact of my support, as an 
American, of the British loan.” If Rabbi Wise’s 
self-imposed dual status and unfortunate dis- 
tinction between his views as American and as 
Jew were missed by anyone, Congressman Sol 
Bloom took care of that by concluding his 
reading of Wise’s statement with the announce- 
ment that “I am voting as an American, not 
as a Jew, and that is how I intend to vote when 
I vote for the bill.” 

Mr. Bloom should be told and Dr. Wise 


should certainly know that Americans consist 
of Jews, Catholics, Protestants, whites and 
Negroes and many other sundry groups and 
types. The thinking and voting of Americans 
is quite naturally conditioned and influenced 
by individual and group interests and by per: 
sonal tastes and prejudices. There is nothing 
wrong with this provided the thinking and 
voting is not inconsistent with our common’ 
American ideals of democracy and protection 
of human dignity and rights and provided also 
the American so thinking or voting sincerely 
believes he is acting in the best interests of 
America or at least not contrary to them. 
Under such conditions, it is good Americanism 
for American Jews to fight for things they 
want. It is the grand total of all this thinking 
and voting that makes “American” thought and 
policy. 


Even though I know that America may bene: 
fit economically from the loan, I ould rather 
that my America had shown moral leadefship 
by refusing to give our financial support to 
a morally corrupt British Government until 
it changes its Palestine policy. In taking this 
position, Mr. Bloom, I am speaking as gn Amer 
ican who happens to be a Jew. 
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OH HOW ISRAEL NEEDS CLEAR THINKERS, UNSELFISH LEADERS MRS. OTT DO 


ESN'T LIKE RABBI AGUS’ 


SAYS RABBI LOUIS WOLSEY REFERING TO RABBI A. H. SILVER ARTICLE—NOT BY A LONG SHOT 


Editor of the Jewish Post: 

It must be a dazzling and dazing 
experience to be president of the 
Zionist Organization of America 
and the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis at the same 
time. Elijah said unto the people: 
How long halt ye between two 
opinions? It must make for an 
ideological and verbal confusion 
when the president speaks of re- 
ligion to the Zionists, and of po- 
litics to the rabbis; or when he 
attempts to dove tail the false 
teeth of the one with the dentures 
of the other, or to excommunicate 
those who do not agree with his 
contradictory medley of opinions 
and recommendations. If he dis- 
agrees with himself, then his con- 
stituencies must be bewildered by 
his fallible pontifications. Why 
must leadership be identified with 
dictatosrhip and into tolerance? 
Have we learned nothing from 
the fate of European Caesars? 
Oh how Israel needs clear-think- 
ing and unselfish leaders! 

One reads his message to the 
Conference with admiration for 
its several eloquent passages, par- 
ticularly where he speaks of the 
services of the chaplains of the 
second world war (though we 
wonder why he disregards the 
services of the chaplains in the 
first world war—perhaps that 
would have been embarrassing), 
of the dangers inherent. in 
science’s inability to protect the 
world from tyranny and oppres- 
sion, and the duty of the leaders 
of israel to concentrate upon the 
religious message of Judaism to 
the Jews of our day. What re- 
ligious message has to teach the 
relation and duty of man to man, 
end the ethical obligation of one 
to the other, the speaker does 
not say,—until all of a sudden 
out of the blue, there comes crash- 
ing into the ears of his audience 
an anathema against those who 
do not subscribe to the dogma of 
Israel’s political mission and de- 
stiny. It is right there where we 
learn about religion’s precepts as 
to our duty to our neighbor, his 
character and honor, when he 
asks whether the anti-Zionists’ 
“religious sentiments can _ sanc- 
tion this (the statement of the 
American Council for Judaism 
touching the immigration of 100,- 
000 Jews into Palestine) crude, 
conscienceless bigotry, and the 
dark and bitter malice of the or- 
ganization with which they (the 
rabbis) are still identified;” and 
thereupon requests the  rabbi- 
members of the Council “to dis- 
sociate themselves from this or- 
ganization.” 

These gentle and religious 
words are tribute to the right of 
free speech and conviction on 
“these gentle shores.” (What is 
the Bill of Rights between friends, 
or the Resolution of 1935 between 


rabbis?) Evidently the Biblical 
text should be amended to read 
“thou shalt proscribe thy neigh- 
bor, and love thyself.” In another 
place he invokes the Conference’s 
resolution of 1935 which guaran- 
tees to every member the right 
to be believe one way or the other 
touching Zionism, but in his 
clause quoted above, the 1935 re- 
solution is not alone banished, but 
the right of free speech is “crude, 
conscienceless bigotry and dark 
and bitter malice.” This mates 
consistently with the views of 
the other organization of which 
he is president, whose Emergency 
Committee for Zionist Affairs 
calls the Anti-Zionist “an anti- 
Semite, ‘a scoundrel,” “a traitor.” 
So much for this precious reso- 
lution of 1935. Might I say that 
if it had been enforced in 1942, 
there woud never have been an 
American Council for Judaism. 

But the head and front of the 
Council’s offending is its condi- 
tioning the immigration of 100,- 
000 Jews: upon the carrying out 
of the other nine recommenda- 
tions of the Anglo-American Com- 
mission. The message does not 
clarify its implicit opposition to 
those nine recommendations, but 
this presidential ranging from 
one association to another, may 
be understood by his statement 
to yet another Jewish organiza- 
tion where he definitely objected 
to the immigration of Jews to 
Palestine in a naturally philan- 
thropic desire to find refuge for 
the tortured, the exiled and dis- 
placed. Eloquently and with fire 
he said: “We do not want our 
fellow Jews to migrate to Pales- 
tine as a matter of refugee phil- 
anthropy, but as a nation .. . if 
we resort to philanthropy, we 
shall lose our case.” 

There’s the rub. Zionists alas, 
have by their own confession lost 
their case just because their lead- 
ers banned philanthropy. In the 
mean time many have joined the 
Zionist movement because of phil- 
anthropic motives (to their cre- 
dit be it said,) though their lead- 
ers betrayed them with Biltmore 
resolutions, and rejected their 
sympathy. 

- It is just because the mislead- 
ers cf Zionism stressed nation- 
hood that we must place upon 
them the responsibility for the 
MacDonald White Paper, and the 
tragic delay and stalling of the 
Government touching the immi- 
gration of 100,000 Jews of Europe. 
If the Biltmore program and the 
resolution of the American Jew- 
ish Conference had majored im- 
migration instead of nationalism, 
the history of the Palestinian pro- 
ject would have been beneficient- 
ly transformed, the Haganah, the 
Irgun and the Stern group would 
never have been formed, or at 


least they would not have gone 
to war, the Arabs might have 
been mollified, the members of the 
Agency would not have been in- 
terned, more than 100,000 Jews 
would have found homes in Pale- 
stine, lives would have been 
saved, and “dark and bitter ma- 
lice” would not have appeared in 
the indictment. And now “whirl 
is king.” Alas, Alas! 

If only our. religion had had a 
place in all of this vortex (such 
religion as the message recom- 
mends), there would have been 
no vortex. But nationalism, taken 
not from the prophets, but from 
the 19th centry, and its conse- 
quence in militancy, and the re- 
sort to those arms created by the 
kind of science which the Con- 
ference’s president rightly de- 
nounces—must issue in resistance 
to the powers, for did not the 
president before still another au- 
dience in London last August, say 
to the Zionists “We must fight 
the British and American Gov- 
ernments. with whatever weapons 
we have at hand?” This is con- 
fusion worse confounded, particu- 
larly when we mate this revision- 
ist threat and its tragic imple- 
mentation, with his reference in 
his message to “these gracious 
shores.” 


The message correctly states 
that the American Council for 
Judaism has developed into a poli- 
tical movement. That unfortun- 
ately has been an unhappy de- 
parture from the intentions of its 
founders who contemplated an 
anti-political movement. If the 
ACJ prefers to become a sort of 
dictatorial, autocratic, American- 
first activity, and, though I re- 
gret it greatly, it is because polli- 
tics breeds politics just as one sin 
brings on another. But there 
must be a society as a house of 
refuge for those who cannot 
brook a political Judaism. 

One smiles however that the 


president of the Conference 
should indict any organization 
with being political, Was he 


speaking as the president of the 
CCAR or the ZOA when he said 
that? At least no one could de- 
nominate the ZOA as non-poli- 
tical, and if so why did he not 
call on many of his colleagues 
“to dissociate themselves” from 
both political organizations, be- 
cause they are political. 

When the rabbis of the Talmud 
referred to a controversy between 
two of their number, they said: 
“These are both the words of the 
living God;” but if confusion be 
within the soul of just one rabbi, 
what would have been their con- 
clusion?

Begin- 
ning early in the 1920's, the 
British and French governments 
began rebuilding Germany indus- 
trially and militarily to serve as 
the spearhead for the new inva- 
sion of the Soviet Union. These 
gentlemen, together with Amer- 
ican capitalists, financed Hitler 
into power. In the Far East, 
British, French, and American 
policy was designed to spur 
Japan into war against the Bol- 
sheviks. 


Encouraged ‘by the statesmen 
of the western democracies, 
Japan invaded Manchuria in 
1931. This aggression started 


World War IL The League of 
Nations twiddled its thumbs, con- 
tent that Japan’s aim was not 
so much China as the Soviet 
Union.
